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Tire Wear Today 
HERE is no question that automobile tires today are 


better built, more durable and generally a finer product 
than the industry has ever before turned out. And yet there 
seems to be a well defined tendency toward somewhat low- 
ered service mileages. In other words, in spite of the fact 
that tires are better, they are not giving quite as long service 
as they did two or three years ago. 

There are certain definite reasons why this 
should be so and managers of service departments 
will probably be interested in these. To begin with 
there is now a well defined trend toward the use of 
smaller wheel diameters, with consequent reduction 
in the overall diameter of the balloon tires used. It 
has been proved that for every inch of reduction in 
overall diameter the extent of the tread wear is 
increased by approximately 10 per cent. To take a 
specific case, while the 28x5.25 tire is 91, per cent. 
smaller in circumference than the 31x5.25 the 
difference in tire mileage on the same car is 22 per 
cent. 

Here then is a prime cause of lower tire mileage. In 
addition driving speeds are higher today than they have 
ever been. Cars have much quicker acceleration. The mod- 
ern car owner demands these performance characteristics in 
any car he buys. All cars are now equipped with four wheel 
brakes and this means much quicker stopping. All these 
characteristics of performance contribute to the comfort and 
convenience of the driver, but they also contribute to wear 
on the tires. 

Of course our old friend incorrect inflation is 
still a powerful factor in inducing tire wear. Care- 
lessness in keeping up pressures in balloon, or care- 
lessness the other way in putting in too much air 
causes rapid wear. 

Dealers and service station men will do well to call all 
these facts to the attention of their customers and thus edu- 
cate them in the increasing necessity for careful handling 
of the tires and accurate maintenance of these important 
accessories to motoring enjoyment. 


Progressive Russia 
NE of the most interesting items in the automotive 
news of the past week to us was the announcement 
that the Soviet government of Russia has appropriated some- 


where between twenty and twenty-five million’dollars to be | 


used in the erection of an automobile factory in Moscow. 
Obviously the mere building of the plant will not start 
Russia as an automobile manufacturing nation. Skilled 
labor is necessary to produce such intricate machines as 
motow vehicles. Wisely enough the Soviet authorities are 
sending abroad a commission to study automotive manufac- 
ture in other lands. Presumably this commission will visit 
America and almost certainly much of the manufacturing 
equipment to be used will be bought in this country. 
Whatever may be the faults of the Soviet gov- 
ernment, willingness to learn and to adopt are not 
among them. Russia has tremendous natural resources, 
and if it ever acquires a supply of skilled labor to turn 
these resources into finished products for home con- 
sumption, the late empire of the czars will be a force 
to be reckoned with, even more than it is today as the 
favorite bugaboo of conservative governments. 


In 1927 the United States assumed the position of lead- 
ing tire exporting nation in the world, replacing France in 
that leadership. The only marvel is that we have waited so 
long to do it.

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GIVES OPINION ON 
BUS LAW STATUS 


Train Service Cannot 
Exclude Motor Line, 
Says Official 


ICHMOND, VA., Feb. 15 (U. 

. T. P. S.).—The State Corpora- 
ation Commission cannot deny 
the application of a bus carrier 
to operate within certain territory 
“solely because a railroad operates 
with such a territory,” it is held 
by Lester Hooker, chairman of 
the commission, in an opinion 
made public in connection with 
a petition of the Southside Trans- 
portation Company for authority 
to run passenger bus service be- 
tween Petersburg and Hopewell. 

Calling attention to Section 3 of 
the State motor vehicle law, which 
provides that “the existence of a 
railroad or other motor vehicle car- 
rier in the territory sought to be 
served by such applicant shall not 
be sufficient for the refusal to grant 
a certificate, but may be considered 
by the commission as constituting 
good cause for limiting the num- 
ber of vehicles which applicant may 
operate on the route mentioned in 
his application,” Commissioner 
Hooker says:— 

“It is manifestly clear from the 
law above set forth that the com- 
mission cannot deny an application 
asking for a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity solely because 
a railroad operates within such ter- 
ritory, or because such operation may 
be in competition therewith, but may, 
in its discret‘on, limit or restrict the 
number of trips to be operated.” 

Commissioner Hooker further de- 
clares that “the economic structure 
of our commonwealth progresses al- 
most directly in relation to the de- 
velopment and efficient functioning 
of its transportation facilities,” and 
goes on to say :— 

“It has been true since the inau- 
guration of the first mode of trans- 
portation that the development and 
progress of the country have made 
it necessary that better, more modern 
and convenient means of transporta- 
tion were necessary to properly take 
care of the demands of the public, 
and the economic conditions have 
made it necessary that many former 
modes of transportation, though at 
the time of their initiation essential 
and necessary, have become obsolete, 
and in some instances wholly sup- 
planted, while other means have be- 
come insufficient and supplemental 
and additional facilities are required 
to properly take care of the needs of 
our steady growth and to meet the 
transportation requirements of this 
age.” 

The Corporation Commission 
granted the application of the South- 
side Transportation Company in the 
present case of August 16, 1927, but 
the Petersburg, Hopewell & City 
Point Railway Company noted an 
appeal on January 26, 1928. 





Bus Regulation 
In Georgia Looms 





Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 15 (U. T. P. 
S.).—The first step toward regu- 
lating bus lines in Georgia has 
been taken by the State Public 
Service Commission with an order 
to submit a report to it by Febru- 
ary 21. 

The order asks that all bus lines, 
whether operated by corporations or 
individuals, report to it on Febru- 
ary 21, giving routes, time-tables, 


schedules and tariffs, as well as the | have been defined with direct bear- 


amount of insurance carried, the 
companies in which the insurance 
is carried for the protection of pas- 
sengers and any other information 
asked by the Public Service Com- 
mission. 

In the past three sessions of the 
Legislature all attempts to pass 
measures regulating bus lines in 
Georgia have met with failure, gen- 
erally because they did not come to 
a vote in the rush of business at the 
close of the sessions. However, real 
opposition to control by the com- 
mission may develop. One company, 
the Georgia Coach Company of At- 
lanta, is protesting payment of a 
fee for the support of the commis- 
sion. 

It is considered likely that the 
authority of the commission over 
bus lines in the state wili, in the ab- 
sence of definite legislative action, 
have to be settled in court.

BOSTON PLANS FOR 
BUSY SHOW WEEK 


General Conditions In- 
dicate Record Sales 
This Year 


OSTON, Feb. 15.—With the 

opening of the twenty-sixth 
annual Boston Automobile Show 
but three weeks away the local 
industry is busy now making 
plans for the biggest week of the 
year and also one of the biggest 
weeks in its history. The feeling 
is quite general that the trade in 
this territory is entering what is 
likely to be one of the most suc- 
cessful selling years in the quar- 
ter of a century of automobile 
selling in New England. 

Toward the end of 1927 sales were 
noticeably on the upgrade, in many 
cases being strong enough to send 
over the top sales quotas for the 
year that otherwise had been lag- 
ging. December, seldom a notori- 
ously heavy buying month, was con- 
spicuous last year, sales increases of 
as high as 40 per cent. being record- 
ed in some cases. The official an- 
nouncement of the new Ford with 
all the attendant advertising and 
publicity was a beneficial factor on 
sales in this territory. The uncer- 
tainty among buyers generally had 
had a very depressing effect on 
buying. The new Ford seemed to 
clear the sales atmosphere and 
activity started. 

Another pleasant factor in the 
New England sales story for the 
winter season has been the unusu- 
ally open winter thus far. Less 
snow has fallen than in many 
years and the weather has been, 
on the average, mild enough for 
the use of open cars, without even 
curtains. This condition has made 
the new year start off very favor- 
ably and reports of January sales 
show additional sales increases of 

at least 15 per cent. and in some 
cases higher. The weather has 
been buying weather and the deal- 
ers have not been slow to push it 
to the limit. 

The used car situation is becom- 
ing less and less a vexing problem 
here, as dealers are gradually get- 
ting it under control. Sales policies

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‘Training of Retailer by Jobber 
Important to Successfully Build 
Up Profitable Battery Business 





Some time ago the Automotive 
Daily News pointed out that the 
picture in the distribution of bat- 
teries was changing and that the 
car dealer, service station, garage 
and repair shop are handling 
SLI batteries to a greater extent 
than heretofore. Inasmuch as 
service must follow sales, the 
training of the retailer by the 
jobber and wholesaler becomes of 
prime importance if the retailer 
is t0 make a real net profit. A 
successful method is explained 
by Lewis L. Bartlett, president of 
Bartlett & Graves, Spring- 
field, Mass., one of the oldest 
and most successful distributors 
of Prest-O-Lite batteries in the 
East.—The Editor.

HEN we started our 
present business in 

July, 1917, and at our pres- 
ent location, there were but 


two successful battery service| 


stations in the city, one han- 


dling the Exide and the other} 


the Willard. 

Very early in our experience in 
the battery business we came to the 
conclusion that ultimately the 
larger purchase of the battery sales 
and service would eventually be 
handled through service stations, 
garages, repair shops and filling 
stations. 

“During our first year in busi- 
ness we started to develop what 
we then called Associated Battery 
Service Stations and because we 
were the first to go after this 
business, and also because we have 
continuously followed this course, 
we confidently expect to handle 
a minimum of 10,000 batteries this 
year, of which approximately 80 
per cent. will be sold to our dealer 
organizations. 

“There is much else to the dis- 
tribution of batteries to the retailer 
than merely taking the order. There 
must be a follow through on the 
part of the distributor. The dis- 
tributor to get volume must develop 
new accounts, but at the same time 
he must co-operate with his dealers
